They string along the west bank of the 
White Clay oreek for a distance of two 
miles. 
They are mounted, walking, 


riding in their wagons and in fact are 
advancing in every manner known to 
them. They are driving and leading 
immense herds of ponies. 
Some of 


them are entering 
the 
friendlies' 


camp; others are pitching their tepees 
on the west bank of the 
White 


Clay. 
They are the Ogflllalaa. 
The 


Brules, however, are camping in the 
bottom around Red Cloud's house, and 
half a mile from the agency buildings. 
Frank Gronrard, the scout, estimates 
the number of lodges at 742, though he 
can not estimate the number of Indians. 
The latter can not, howevsv, be fewer 
that 3,500. The surrender of the hostile 
camp was not in the nature of an abject 
capitulation.

Last evening at 6.30 o'olook John A, 


Garity, manager of the Fort Wayne 
Transfer and Storage company commit- 
ted suicide by shooting himself through 
the head with a38 calibre revolver. The 
deed was doao in the ofS:o of ilia com- 
pany, at the corner of Columbia and 
Lafayette streets, and although it hap- 
pened at the hour named above, it was 
not discovered until nine o'clock.
